NASHVILLE (BP)—Guaranty 
Bond and Securities Corp., the na- 
tion’s second largest church bond 
firm, has gone into receivership on 
-orders of a ‘federal judge here,,,who 
ruled that a court-appointed receiver

"The appointment of John C. Bar- 
bour, a Nashville independent finan- 
__cial_advisor,_as—receiver_to—control 
Guaranty’s business functions, came 
just three weeks after the court had 
i enjoined Guaranty from doing _ busi- 
s while its net Capital was less 
than 1-20th its indebtedness, the ‘mini- 
mum required by federal securities 

regulations. 

U. S. District Judge L. .Clure Mor- 
ton approved of a request from an 
attorney representing a dozen church- 
es, including one Baptist association 
and four Baptist congregations, to 
come into the case as additional in- 
tervenors or plaintiffs.

Missionary journeymen  aver- 
aged 23 years of age. 

According to Cobbs, the missionar- 
ies came from 25 states plus the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.

Guaranty’s plight was caused pri- 
marily by the SEC’s method used in 
computing the company’s net capital,
